liquor; simmer one hour. Add ;na- 
nuts, tuna, seasoning, and uo<;k half 
an hour longer. 


Tuna In Timbales. 


COOK two eggs until hard. Cream 


three liiblespoonfuls of butter and 
add yolks; when blended and smooth, 
add the juice of one lemon, salt and 
pepper to ta.ste; two cupfuls of flaked 
tuna, one-half cupful of cream and 
two well-beaten eggs. Cook over hot 
water until well cooked. Fill the tlm- 
bale cases and cover with parmesan 
Cheese. Brown in the oven. 


If the fresh fish Is used in any of 


the above recipes, of course it must 
be co(*ked before using. These recipes 
call for the canned tuna. Salmon may 
be substituted, but it Is not as desir- 
able because of its r»lly, fishy taste, 
which is almost lacking In tuna. 


Tuna in Peppers. 


('tit peppers In halves lengthwise; 


remove the seeds and put peppers to 
soak In very cold water. 
Beat four 


eggs slitihtly ; add one cupful of milk, 
two cupfuls of tuna, one cupful of 
bread crumbs, salt and pepper 
to 


taste. Pack the mixture into the pep- 
pers 
and 
sprinkle buttered 
bread 


crumbs over the ton. Brown in the 
oven and wit hot.

Fondant.—Take two cupfuls of su- 


gar, one-half cupful of boiling water, 
one-fourth teaspoonful of cream of 
tartar, or a tablespoonful of glucose 
or corn syrup to keep the sugar from 
graining. Boil to a soft ball stage 
and pour out on a buttered platter 
using care that no grains of sugar are 
dropped in, as they will cause the 
whole to grain. 
A good method to 


avoid the forming of grains around 
the sides of the boiling kettle is to 
wash down the sides while boiling 
with a swab dipped in water, or if ex- 
pert the tips of the fingers may be 
used. Covering the dish for a few- 
minutes often dissolves the grains. 


• After-Dinner Mints.—Boli together 
until brittle in water, three cupfuls of 
sugar, one-fourth of a teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar, one-half cupful of 
boiling water and one-half tablespoon- 
ful of vinegar. 
Pour on a buttered 


platter and when cool, pull, adding 
two drops of oil of peppermint. Cut 
and roll in powdered sugar; place in 
a tight jar for a few days to soften. 


Molassss Candy.—Take three cup- 


fuls of molasses and one. cupful of 
butter or butter substitute, one table- 
spoonful of vanilla and other flavoring. 
Melt' the butter; add the molasses, 
boil a few minute^ then add the su- 
gar, a cupful at a time so it will dis- 
solve readily; add the flavoring when 
just about ready to take off the heat. 
Boil until it makes a hard ball in wa- 
ter. 
Pour into greased pans, cool and 


pull. Cut in small pieces with a pair 
of scissors and wrap in oiled paper. 


Rice Jack.—Take a cupful of sugar 


nnd a cupful of molasses, two table- 
spoonfuls of water and cook; when 
nearly brittle, add a tablespoonful of 
butter nnd a pinch of soda; stir In 
three cupfuls of pulled rice. Spread 
in 'a buttered pan. 


Old-Fashioned Butter Scotch.—Take 


two cupfuls of brown sugar, one-half 
cupful of butt"r, four tablespoonfuls 
of molasses, two tablespoonfuls 
of 


water. Pour into greased .pans and 
Stir until dissolved then, boil, without 
stirring until it makes a hard ball in 
water. 
Pour into greased pans and

Ilemove atl the peel and white 
membrane from the orange, separate 
into sections and cut in halves cross- 
wise. Remove the pfvl of the ba- 
nana, scrape the pulp and cut into 
(hin slices. 
Squeeze over the banana 


the juice of a lemon. Pour boiling wa- 
ter over the dates, stir and drain, let 
heat in a hot oven to dry; then cut 
In sections, mix all the fruit together 
and dispose in glasses, pouring the 
fruit sirup over the fruit. 
Blanch and 


chop the nuts and sprinkle on top 
after the whipped cream has been 
placed—a spoonful on each glass. For 
the fruit sirup use the liquid ,from 
canned fruit, or fruit Jelly melted It 
water.

Growing by Introduction of Ma-

Leads All Other States. 


Fiber crops in the United States 


show an increase this year, due large- 
ly to the growing realization of the 
American manufacturers of the cut- 
ting off of supply trorn Russia and 
other foreign cnuntr'es, and the de- 
velopment of fiber-growing methods 
In this country. 


Hernp and flax are the principal 


tiber crops in the United States. Of 
tlie former, 14.000 acres were grown 
this year, with an average jiekl of 
TOO pounds of fiber to the acre, di- 
vided about e\ only'between long tiber 
worth on an average oi L'O cents a 
pound, and tow, which now averages 
10 cent^ a pound.

an average value of the ciop to $103 
per acie, or $1.470,000

Impetus to Hemp. 


Hemp growing has recened consid- 


erable 
impetus 
since 
the 
United 


States Department of Afrriculture un- 
dertook the work of breeding new 
strains and econragmg modern ma- 
chine methods of handling, jihout ten 
ytars ago. 
This shows an interest- 


ing geographical shift in hemp-grow- 
ing territory. 
Kentuckj, which for- 


merly led, now stands lowest among 
the iccognized hemp-producing states, 
while the lead has gone to northern 
states, Wisconsin supplying about half 
the total acreage. 'Next come Minne- 
sota, Michigan, Ohio, Indiana and Cal- 
ifornia. 


Kentucky's decline in relative posi- 


tion is due largely to the predom- 
inance of tobacco as a Commercial 
crop, and partly to the fart that slates 
coming newly into the hemp-raising 
industry ha\e immediately adopted 
modern methods for large-scale pro- 
duction, while growers in a locality 
that has always produced one crop

entirely cut off, manufacturers have 
found that they can (Oinbine the two 
fibers without material deterioration.

woody center, which make up more 
than half of the hemp stalk.

Ohio factory used several thousand 
tons for paper manufacturing, hut this 
use will need development in the way 
of shipping facilities and definite mar- 
ket. 
At present the hurds nrc mostly 


burned for fuel to operate the driers 
and furnish power for the breaking 
and scutching machinery. 


Flax growing appears to be on the 


increase, due to the cutting off of the 
European product 
The principal flax 


regions are Wisconsin, eastern Michi- 
gan, the Willamette valley of Oregon, 
and northern Minnesota.

MUST DISPLAY LIGHTS 


Horse drawn vehicles and bicycles 


on the main highways of Pennsylva- 
nia at night will be required to dis- 
play lights in the future, as required 
by the law effective July 1, 1919. The 
Pennsylvania 
Department 
of State 


Police will enforce the law rigidly, 
according to Major Lynn G. Adams, 
Uie 
supeiintendent. 
Many reports 


are coming to the State Police head- 
quarters of smash-ups at night be- 
tween automobiles and horse drawn 
vehicles that do not carry lights. In 
some instances lives have been lost 
because the law was not observed. 
The State Police are determined to 
put a stop to this disregard of life and 
property. It is prescribed on the 
statute books that at least one white 
light shall be visible for 200 fe«t from 
front and rear of all vehicles mov- 
ing or standing on the public high- 
ways between sunset and sunrise.

AD and solemn are the last hours 
of the dying year. 
Only a few

The departing jear has brought to us 
-God's numberless blessings; 
it has

The parsing of another year must 


etpphasize to every thoughtful person 
Vtlie swift 
flight of time. 
Looking 


backward over the past years of our 
life they seetn lo shrink to the size 
of beads strung around a child's neck. 
Seeking an image ot man's caieer, the 


• prophet sees his days swifter than i\ 
• weaver's shuttle; bis jears swifter 


thfaD an arrow, curving as it rises to 
its fall. What is man's life? he asks. 
It Is a cloud dissolving In the Min- 
shtne. It is a summer brook swollen 
by sudden rains, but soon running out 
sjnd leaving the stones bare again.

"If he h.id.tried, he would have 
succeeded." "Had have" is also used 
frequently and improperly In such sen- 
tences as tlie following: "Had I have 
known that he was ill. I should not 
have visited him." The proper form 
is, "Had I known that he was 111." etc.. 
or, "If I had known that he was 111." 
etc. "Had" or "If I had" carries the 
Idea back into the past, and there Is

Freed Ellis, the former ex-service 


mail from Tennessee, who plead guil- 
ty on seven counts of burglary and re- 
ceiving stolen goods in the York coun-

This list Is called the warship's 


SBfety orders. 


Almost the first safety order Is that

Chlsm so perfectly that when the emer- 
gency arises no Instant shall be lost 
remembering just what to do.

SILO WILL HOLD MOST FOOD 


Keeps Various Crops in Best Form for

Stor.e in a cool, dry place. 


Fondant.—Take two eupfuls of su- 
gar, one-half cupful of boiling water, 
one-fourth 
teaspoonful of 
cream 
of 
tartar, or a tablespoonful of glucose 
or corn syrup to keep the sugar from 
graining. 
Bolt to a soft ball 
stage 
and pour out on a buttered 
platter 
using care that no grains of sugar are 
dropped 
In, as they will cause

A good method to 
avoid the forming of grains

HEMP AND FUX PREDOMIilATE 


Considerable Impetus Given to Hemp 
Growing by Introduction of Ma. 
chine 
Methods—Wisconsin 
Leads All Other States. 


Flhcr 
cröps In the United 
States 
show an Increase this year, due lar^re- 
ly to the growlns reallscation of 
the 
American manufacturers of the cut- 
ting oft' of supply Irom Russia 
and 
other foreign countries, and the de- 
velopment 
of 
fiber-growing 
möthodb 
In this country. 


Hemp and 
Hax are the 
principal 
ilher crops in tlie United States. 
Of 
tho former, 14.000 acres were grown 
this year, witli an average yield of 
700 pounds of fiber to the acre, di- 
vided about evenly'between long über 
worth on an averago of 20 cents a 
pound, and low, which now averages 
10 cents a pound. 
This would bring 
iin average value of tho crop to $105 
per acre, or $1.470,000. 


Flax 
acreage 
has 
Increased 
from 
Ö.000 acres In 1910 to 6.000 acres In 
1020. 
The yield Is estlmateil at from 
300 to 400 pounds of tiiier piM* acre, 
worth 75 cent.s a pound.

chine methods of handling, about ten 
yt-ars ago. 
This shows an 
interest- 
ing geographical shift in hemp-grow- 
ing territory, 
Kentucky, which for- 
merly led, now stands lowest among 
tho recognized Iiemp-producing states, 
while, the lead has gone to northern 
states, Wisconsin supplying about half 
the total acreage. *Next come Minne- 
sota. Michigan, Ohio, Indiana and Cal- 
ifornia. 


Kentucky's decline in relative posi- 
tion is due largely to the 
predom- 
inance of tobacco 
as a 
commercial 
crop, and partly to the fact that states 
coming newly into the 
hemp-raising 
industry 
have 
immediately 
adi>pted 
modern methods for large-scale 
pro- 
duction, while growers In a 
locality 
that has always produced one 
crop 
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Breaking Hemp in 
Wisconsin—Feed- 
ina in the Tops, 


naturally cling to some extent to the 
old hand methods of their forefathers.

The output is largely used for ty- 
ing twine, but a now market has been 
found for a considerable quantity for 
mixing with flax In the manufacture? 
of shoe thread,

thought that any material except

could 
bo used 
In shoe 
thread, 
but 
since the Russian supply was almost 
entirely cut off, manufacturers 
have 
found that they can combine the two 
fibers 
without material 
deterioration. 
Much experimenting has beyn done 
with a vJt'W'to. utilizing thu hurds, or 
woody center, which make up more 
than 
half of the hemp stalk. 
One 
Ohio factory used several 
thousand 
tons for paper manufacturing, but this 
use will need development in the way 
of shipping facilities and dellnlte mar- 
ket, 
At present the hurds are mostly 
burned for fuel to operate the driers 
and furnish power for the breaking 
and scutching machinery. 


Flax growing appears to be on the 
increase, due to tlie cutting off of the 
European product. 
The principal flax 
regions are Wisconsin, eastern Mlchl- 
gan, the Willamette valley of Oregon, 
and northern Minnesota.

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VEU sincc the daw»n of time the 
happenings of Now Year's day 
have boon said to foretell the 
luck of the coming months. For there 
Is a vein of superstition in the human 
race, and all of us share in its delu- 
sions. 
There is no day In the year 
without Its encircling wreath of fancy; 
this first day of them all is wondrous- 
ly bedecked. 
Not even Christmas is 
so ancient, and so world 
renowned, 
and it stands first in the folklore of 
every language. 
On New Year's day 
In ancient Fgypt, when as yet the 
pyramids were unbuilt, there 
wore 
grand processions and smoking sac- 
rifices. 
In Sparta It was celebrated 
by the consecration of youths to mili- 
tary sei'vlce. 


Among the Saxons and old Germans 
Vere great rcjolcings, feastlngs and 
carouaings on this day, and the wtis- 
sa'! bowl passed merrily around. 
Tliis 
was a great vessel filled with ale, 
sugar, fruits, nutmeg and spices. There 
was enough for the whole community 
and the groat bowl ran freely pll day. 


In all countries there have 
been 
chai'nis and devotions peculiar to the 
opening year, for a desli'o to peer Intc 
the future is really common to us all, 
no matter iiow we aft'ect to deride the 
idea. 
The Bible charm was one famll- ' 
lar to our grandfathers, and was used 
by religious people even down to the 
present generation. 
It is soleinn end 
Interesting, and well worth recording. 
"When the clock strikes 12 on New 
Year's eve, pick up your Bible aiw 
open it at random, and walking back I 
ward to a table, lay the book down, ; 
face open, upon it, Turn around three 
times, take up the book, read the verse 
upon which your tliumb falls. 
It wll 
tell your fate for the coming year 
For instance, if it should be: '^And 
He will love thee and bless thee anc 
multiply 
thee," or "If I take the 
wingb of the morning and dwell in tht 
uttermost parts of the earth," we ex 
pect a very pleasant yeai*. But conceive 
the liorror of one who should oper 
to these words: "So he died, and wai 
gathered to his fathers," or "In hel 
he lifted up his eyes, being in tor 
nnent," 


In Switzerland the maiden borrows 
her mother's wedding ring, ties It with 
a hair fi'om Iie^' own liead, .then sus 
pends It just over the riiu of a tea 
cup, all the while »counting rapidly the 
years of lier own age. Of course the 
hali'-hung ring trembles and knocks 
against the cup. and each little taf. 
counts one year before she will wed; 
so she must count very fast, or bt 
shocked at the number of taps. In 
Norway the kind of' fish caught on 
the day foretells "flshennau's luck* 
for the coming year. 
In rural New 
England 
almost avery locaJUy has 
some special charm of fortune-telling 
of Its own for this day of fate, TIK 
Chinese have used cards for thou 
sands of years, and the queei-est tliinf 
in the world Is a Chinese New Ye&r't 
card. 
It gives all the complimentary 
titles of the owner, and is almost as 
large as a wall map, Ip olden times 
it was the custom for tenants to give 
New Yeai^'s gifts to their landlords 
and every loyal subject owed a glfi 
to his sovereign. 
^Ve read how guo(? 
Queen Elizabeth was such a favorite 
ihat her gifts were marvels of tast« 
and exti'avagapce. 
In our country wc 
give presents on ^'hrlst^vias day, but 
in France they are reiierv^d for 
first of the year.
